crochet cables 

Once you understand the basics, 
it’s easy to make gorgeous cabled 
sweaters, afghans and more.

Want to add a little twist to your stitches? Anyone who has 
mastered the basics of crochet can easily learn to work crochet 
cables. Sure, they look intricate and impressive, but they re 
not difficult once you understand the techniques. And we 
guarantee you'll be delighted with the results, producing 
crochet projects that are multi-dimensional, visually interesting 
and texturally pleasing. 

Here, we show you step-by-step how to make a basic 3- 
stitch cable. Follow along with our photos as you stitch to be 
sure you're on track. Once you've mastered this stitch pattern, 
you'll be ready to make our Cabled Scarf on page 68 or even 
our Sampler Afghan on page 52. 



The Basics 

The foundation of crochet cables is a special kind of crochet stitch called a "post 
stitch." A post stitch is simply a crochet stitch worked around the post, or vertical 
segment, of another stitch on a previous row, to create a raised stitch. (See page 21 
for more information about post stitches). To create a cabled effect, post stitches are 
worked in such a way that they twist or slant. 

Seeing Your Stitches 

In crochet, stitches are staggered 
row by row, so they do not line up 
directly above one another. For this 
reason, it can be tricky for begin- 
ners to know which stitch to work 
into when working post stitches 
and cables. If a pattern tells you to 
work into the next stitch two rows 
below, work the stitch that's slightly 
to the left. In this swatch of half 
double crochet, we've Indicated 
where that stitch Is located. 

Remember to Count 

Counting stitches Is especially important when working cables, since it can be easy 
for beginners to get off track. To avoid using the frog stitch ("rip-it, rip-it"), take a 
moment at the end of each row to count the total number of stitches you've 
worked. If it's off, pull out the row and try again. 
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Getting Started 

This 3-post cable stitch is an easy way to 
learn the techniques used in creating 
both post stitches and cables. Use the 
photos and step-by-steps as a guideline 
as you practice the stitch pattern below. ^ 




3-post cable

Ch 1 0. Hdc in 2nd ch from hook and in 
each ch across-9 hdc. Ch 2, turn. 

Row 1 and alt odd rows Hdc in each st 
across. Ch 2. turn. 

Row 2 Hdc in next 3 sts; (FPdc around next 
hdc 2 rows below) 3 times; hdc in next 3 
sts. Ch 2, turn. 

Row 4 Hdc in next 3 sts; sk 1st FPdc 
below. FPdc around next 2 FPdc, working in 
front of previous 2 FPdc. FPdc around 
skipped FPdc; hdc in next 3 sts. Ch 2. turn. 
Row 6 Hdc in next 3 sts; FPdc around next 
3 FPdc below; hdc in next 3 sts. Ch 2. turn. 
Repeat Rows 3-6 for pattern. 

Foundation row and Row 1: A 

foundation of at least 1-2 rows is 
required before you can begin creating 
cables. In this instance, two rows of hdc 
are worked before cabling begins. 




Row 2: We are now ready to work the 
first post stitches. Since they are to be 
worked Into the next hdc stitch two rows 
below, we will be working into the stitch 
indicated in the photo above. 





To work the post stitch (front post 
double crochet, or FPdc), yarn over 
and insert the hook from right to left 
around the stitch indicated. This 
means the hook will go from the 
front to the back of the fabric, then 
through to the front again. After this, 
yarn over and complete the stitch as 
usual. When making post stitches, 
be sure to pull the loop up to the 
level of the row you are currently 
working, to avoid distortion or 
pulling in the stitches. 

Here, 3 FPdc stitches have been 
worked two rows below. 



When it's time to work the next 
non-post stitch, you will return to 
working into the stitches of the 
current row. It is important to work 
into the right spot in order to keep 
the pattern correct. To do this, skip 
one stitch on the current row for 
each post stitch you worked. Here, 
we worked three post stitches, so 
three stitches must be skipped 
before working the next stitch. (Top 
view of swatch is shown here). 



TIP Don’t be discouraged if you find it difficult to determine where to place your 
stitches. The first row is tricky, but after that it becomes much easier, since the 
pattern is established and you can follow your stitches from the previous row. 




All wrong-side rows: When making 
cables, the wrong-side rows (in this 
case, ail odd-numbered rows) are 
usually worked straight across in a 
basic stitch — cables are usually 
added on right-side rows only. In this 
case, every wrong-side row is hdc 
only. When working wrong-side rows, 
take extra care to work into the 
correct stitches. Post and cable 
stitches can look distorted and can 
be a little tricky to differentiate. Also, 
remember never to work into the 
skipped stitches from the previous 
row; instead, work into the top of the 
post stitches. Here, one hdc will be 
worked into each stitch indicated. 
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Row 4: The next row of post stitches will 
be worked around the posts of the 
previous FPdcs. In this row, the first 
cable twist occurs. To do this, skip the 
first FPdc, and work around the post of 
the second FPdc two rows below 
(indicated in photo above). 





Work around the post of an existing post 
stitch by Inserting the hook from right to 
left around the post, then completing 
the stitch normally. 




Simply move your hook back to the 
indicated spot and work the FPdc stitch 
as you normally would. It may seem as if 
your fabric is pulling or twisting, but that 
is normal. 




Row 6: In this row, work a post stitch 
Into each previous post stitch. It can be 
tricky to identify the previous post 
stitches because they will be twisted, but 
take your time and you will locate them.

Here, two FPdc stitches have been 
worked, and it is time to create the first 
cable twist by working back Into the 
skipped FPdc. 




Again, skip 3 stitches on the current row 
before working the next hdc. 



Now you know how to create a basic 
cable! All cables are a variation on this 
concept of creating post stitches and 
periodically twisting them. As you 
explore more cabled patterns, you will 
see that there are lots of variations on 
this Interesting stitch. Cables can be 
worked so that they slant left or right, or 
so that they form a variety of different 
shapes. Have fun exploring this 
interesting and versatile technique.

HOW TO CROCHET A SOCK Here's all you need to know about making your own socks, step by step.

Cuff To create the sideways rib, work slip 
stitches in the back loop only of each stitch. 




Leg A row of single crochet is stitched along 
one long edge of the ribbing, then joined to form 
a circle. (The open ends of the cuff are sewn 
together after the sock is completed.) Next, the 
leg is crocheted in the round to desired length. 



DID YOU KNOW? Our sock s leg 
section is crocheted in a spiral, without 
joining at each round. If you were to join 
each round with a slip stitch and begin the 
new round with a chain one, it would 
create an undesirable visible seam. 




Heel Flap Once you reach the heel of the 
sock, begin crocheting back and forth in rows to 
create the heel flap (the section of the sock 
that comes down from the ankle to the base of 
the heel). 




Heel Turn The heel turn shapes the flap so 
that it curves in and fits around the bottom of 
the heel. This is accomplished by decreasing 
evenly on each side of the flap over the course 
of a few rows.

Gusset The gusset is the wedge-shaped sec- 
tion that shapes the sock to fit at the ankle and 
around the beginning of the arch of the foot. 
After the heel turn is completed, begin working 
once more in the round by adding stitches along 
one side edge of the heel flap, working the 
remaining stitches of the heel turn, adding 
stitches along the other side of the heel flap, 
and working the stitches of the leg.

Foot After decreasing to the appropriate num- 
ber of stitches, begin working the foot section.

Shape Toe Fold the sock flat so that the heel 
is positioned correctly on the bottom of the foot 
and place a marker at each side edge of the 
foot. The toe is shaped by decreasing evenly 
along each side. It Is important to keep the 
decreases symmetrical so that they are cen- 
tered around the toe. To do this, reposition the 
stitch markers by laying the sock flat after each 
round and moving the markers to the side 
edges of the foot. 



Simple decreases create a 
wedge shape on each side of 
the foot along the ankle. Use 
a marker to be sure you 
decrease In the correct spot 
on each round. 



TIP When adding stitches along the side edges of the heel ^ 
flap, do not work into spaces or holes between rows, as this 
will create holes. Instead, work into the side edges of 
stitches or into turning chains. To make it easier to add . 
these stitches, try switching to a smaller hook.

1 Purse is constructed by crocheting the base, then 
the sides are stitched in rounds up to the handle 
openings. To create handle openings, work is 
divided and proceeds back and forth in rows. Lastly, 
the wire handles are crocheted onto the body of 
the purse. 

2 To change color, work stitch 
until 2 Ips remain on the 
hook, yo with new color and 
complete stitch. To reduce 
the number of ends and to 
add strength to the purse, do 
not cut the old color, but 
carry It under the stitches of 
the new color.
